2 Amendment of the First Schedule, Act 1 of 1944 — In the Eirst Schedule 
the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), after Item 11, the follow- 
shall be inserted as Item 12, namely — 


“ 12. CLOTH— 

“ Cloth ” moans any typo of doth munufaoiurod 
either wholly from ootton or paitly trorp 
cotton and partly from any other material, 
but does not include— 

(t) ready made cloth other than dhoti ee 
and earee i ; 

j(u) hosiery ; 

(m) leather doth and inforioi or unit a non 
leather doth ordinarily u»ed m 
book-binding , 

(»u) Lacing paper, 

(v) oloth manufactured partly fro n oot 
ton and partly from wool and 
oontainmg 40 per cent or more of 
wool by weight;

No. 33/ 1 15-OX ( Tex) / 48 . — Tti exercise of the powers conferred by secti 
117 ot tho Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), the Central Governing 
is pleased to make the following amendments to the Central Excise Rules, 10 
namely:— s 

‘In Chapter V of the said Rules, after rule 06, the following heading a^ 
rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

“E.I— CLOTH 

96A. Definitions — In this Section 

(i) "piece of cloth" means any running length of cloth and includes dhot 
towels, sarees, chuddars and such other items ordinarily sold by the ■ 
whether they are produoed in pairs or in singles. 

(ii) "ex-factory price" shall mean the maximum ex-factory price, exc 
of the excise duty, which is specified in respect of any class or specific, 
of cloth by the 'Textile Commissioner under the Indian Textilos (Control) O 
1948, or the contract price thereof, whichever is less. 

06B. Ex-factory prlca to be specified. — No manufacturer shall sell or de 

oloth of which the ex-factory price, has not been specified by the T. 
Commissioner.

900. Markings on cloth. — (I) There shall be marked on each piece of cloth 
at a distance not exceeding one yard from any end — 

(i) the word “Medium” where the count of warp yam (whether single or 
aided) in the cloth (excluding the border) is T7 s or liner; the word N Fine” 
'here the count of warp yam (whether single or folded) in the cloth is 85 s; 
hd the woid “Supcihue” where the count of warp yarn (whether Bingle or 
ilded) in the cloth is 48 s or finer; 

(ii) the length of the piece in standard yards; and 

(hi) the ex-factory price of such piece. 

(U)- The markings prescribed by sub-rule (1) may be made in the following 
cases as follows, namely; — • 

(i) in the oase of mesh cloth, the markings may he made on a Bmall label 
of cloth stitched to the mesh cloth; 

(ii) in the case of raised blankets, the markings may be made on a small 
label of cloth securely stuck on the blanket; 

(iii) in the 'case of lint, the markings may be made on a piece of paper 
securely stuck on the lint. 

90D. Additional markings. — For the purpose of these rules, the markings 
to be made by a manufacturer or dealer on any class or specification of cloth 
manufactured or sold by him, and the time and maimer of making such markings, 
specified by the Textile Commissioner under the provisions of the Indian 
Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948, shall he deemed to be additional require- 
ments as respects markings to be complied with by a manufacturer or dealer. 

90E. Quantity which may be packed in each bale.— No manufacturer of 
cloth shall pack cloth except in bales containing not lees than 1450 yards and 
fhStrrrftSPe than 1 550 yards. 

96F. Markings on bales. — There shall be marked od every bale or other 

(a) the markings specified in clauses (i) and (iii) of sub-rule (1) of rule 900; 

(b) the total number of yards of cloth packed therein; 

(c) in the case of dhoties, screes, towels or chuddars or other items ordi- 
narily sold by the pair, the number of such pairs; 

(d) in the case of rags, tents, seconds and other damaged and sub-standard 
cloth, if sold by the weight, the net weight of the bale or other package and 
ox -factory price per lb. 

90G. Exemption. Nothing in rule 96C shall apply to rags fents seconds 
and other damaged and sub-standard cloth.
